The figures contained herein are based on data obtained from the 
1933 Census, the Civilian legistor of 1943, the Uccupation Survey of 1945, Annual 

‘ Censuses of Factory vroduction and returns from Governmental Authorities, together 
with lionthly tay-roll Tax returns lodged by employers (other than Commonwealth 
Government Authorities, religious and benevolent institutions and public hospitals) 
paying more than £20 per week in wages. 


The terms "Employment", "Number Employed", "Employees" and "Wage 
Earners" herein aro synonymous with, and relate to, "wage and salary earners" on 
pay-rolls or "in employment" in the latter part of each month as distinct from 

*, numbers of employees actually working on a specific date. They include persons 
employed part-time. 


Figures for recent months are subject to revision. 
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PREFATORY NOTHS 
1 The figures published herein are estimates. Farther investigation may 
show the need for some revision in the monthly aggregates. It is not anticipated, how~ 
ever, that any such revision will affcct the trends shown by the figures in Tables 
1, 2 and 3. Some revision will be necessary in the totals and trends in employment 
shown for individual industries (particularly manufacturing) in Tables 4 and 5. Tables 
showing employment by various classes of Factory have been discontinued for the present. 
Action is being taken to establish estimates of or1rrent monthly employment in factories 
by direct collection. 


2s Owing to the time incidence of call-ups for short periods of National 
Service training since August, 1951, and in a lesser degree to enlistments in the 
permanent and/or oversea forces, some aspects of the changes in numbers of total 
Civilian Employees cannot be understood unless considered in conjunotion with changes 
in numbers in defence forces or uniergoing National Service training. Relevant figures
